Actual selling 
prices on all kinds of coal are much 
below the regular circular figures.

The produce of a coal seam 6 feet 
thick is H.0UO tons per acre, and tak 
ing this as an average 1 thickness the 
area of coal annually worked 
amounts to nearly 83,000 
four times the area of the county of 
London. With this rapid rate of 
consumption anxiety as to the dura- 
tion of the British coal fields is well 
founded. Professor Hull estimates 
that the total quantity of coal withii 
depth of 4,000 feet still remaining 
is 81.688.000,000 tons. This estimat 
reassuring, although it is not ii 
accord with the less optimistic am 
divergent views on the question ex 
pressed by Professor Stanley Jevons 
by the Right Honorable Leonard H. 
Courtney, by Mr. R. Price-Williams 
and by Mr. T. Forster Brown, 
these estimates are of slight value 
owing to the impossibility of 
prophesying either the rate of in- 
crease in production and consump- 
tion, or the limits at which mining 
may be carried on with profit Early 
in the last century a shaft 100 feet in 
depth was au object of wonder, and 
a glance over the history of the 
depths hitherto attained clearly 
shows the remarkably rapid pro- 
gress that has been made in this 
respect. At the present time the 
greatest depth at which Great Bri- 
tain mining operations are carried 
on has been reached at the Pendle- 
ton Colliery, near Manchester. where 
the deepest workings are nearly 
8,000 feet below the surface. 

This enormous depth has. how- 
ever, been exceeded in other coun- 
tries, notably in the Lake Superior 
district, where the Red Jacket shaft 
of the Calumet and Hecla copper 
mine has now attained the record 
depth of 4,900 feet; and In Belgium, 
where a colliery at Mons is 1,091 feet 
deep. Depths such as these show 
that the limit of depth of 4,000 feet 
adopted by Professor Hull and by 
the Royal Coal Commission in 1870, 
though ridiculed at the time, was 
well within the bounds of possibili- 
ty. In view of the marvelous effi- 
ciency of modern winding enginea 
no considerations of a mechanical 
nature need limit the prospective 
depths of shafts. By far the moat 
important obstacle to very deep min- 
ing is the certain and proportionate 
increase of temperature according 
to depth. At the Paruschowitz bore- 
hole, in Silesia, the deesest in the 
world, recently put down by the 
Prussian government to a depth of 
6,572 feet, this increase of tempera- 
ture with depth has been found to 
be 1 degree Fahrenheit for feet. 
Taking this as a fair average a coal 
seam at a depth of 4,000 feet would 
be, without the cooling action of an 
artificial ventilating currei 
grees warmer than ground 
surface. — The Nineteenth Century.
